Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/23/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Examiner acknowledges the reply filed 05/29/2008 in which claims 1,17, 24, 35, 
51 , 58, 66, and 1 07 were amended and new claims 1 08-1 1 6 were added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 109-116 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claims 1 09-1 1 6, the claims the "tubing 
locking mechanism" and the "manual winding mechanism" which are already present in 
the independent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 108 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jewett 
(USPN3,835,854). Jewett discloses a catheter advancing device with nip rollers. 

Regarding claim 1 08, Jewett discloses an apparatus (Figure 3) for dispensing 
medical infusion tubing (26) used to deliver a fluid and treat a physiological condition, 
the apparatus comprising: a housing (18, 20) including: a medical infusion tubing (26) 
having a fitting (28) adapted to connect to an infusion device and tubing dimensions 
permitting the infusion of insulin in a fluid from the infusion device through the medical 
infusion tubing to an individual having the physiological condition, wherein the fitting 
(28) is not for piercing an organ of the individual; a base (18) for temporarily housing the 
medical infusion tubing, the base having an opening for receiving the medical infusion 
tubing; and a cover (20) attached to the base for substantially closing the opening; an 
interface (col 2, In 1-15) adapted to attach the apparatus to a user so that apparatus is 
carried by the user, wherein the interface comprises a clip, a strap, a clamp, a tape or 
the like; and a manual winding mechanism (53), wherein the manual winding 
mechanism comprises a winding element disposed on the exterior of the housing and 
having a surface that is grasped by the user to dispense the tubing (Figures 1-11, cols 
1-2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4, 9-25, 30-37, 43-59, 64-68, and 107 allowed.
